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REMARKS 

Applicants have amended the specification to reference the prior filed applications 
from which the instant application claims benefit. Applicants respectfully contend that the 
requirements for submitting such an amendment under 37 C.F.R. §1.78(a)(2)(ii) and (a)(3) should 
be waived because the U.S. PTO has recognized the claim for benefit on both the Filing Receipt 
and on the cover page of the related U.S. Patent Application Publication (copies of which are 
attached).
